CABLE ТУ LUNCHEON— The Connections Communications 
Corporation (CCC) hosted a luncheon for civic leaders and the 
press in Robert Treat Hotel last Thursday, and with officials 
of the Theater of Universal Images explained the arrival in 
Newark of cable television, planning to install the system in 
37 percent of the homes. 

AI Bundy, board president of TUI presented Larry Basker- 
ville of National Cable TV Associates of Washington as main 
speaker, J. Barry Washington, organizer and president of 
CCC, Calvin C. Reid, vice president of the CCC, Swapan Rose, 
the cable TV engineer, Melvin LaSane Esq. and Clarence 
Lilley, TUI director. 

Baskerville explained the importance of lobby groups in 
pressuring Congressmen on communications problems and 
called the assembled guests the basis for a grass roots net- 
work, cited CCC plans for training cable technicians and 
estimated costs of Newark home installation as $50 down 
and $17 to $25 a month. 

Audience questions revolved about details of the system 
and offices at 24 Commerce Street was announced. 

Washington conceived the plan in 1977 and was later 
joined by Lusane and Reid. 

"Newark is surrounded by towns that have cable," 
Washington said. “Реор!е in our city know that, and they are 
anxious to get it, too" 

“Our system will go a along way to make up the gap left 
by having no VHF TV stations in New Jersey, and far from 
enough news coverage of Newark by the media." 

Potential members of the desired advisory board were 
among those present, including Gabriel Winter of CMD with 
David Snyder, Bill Reynolds, Thomas Orr of City Hall, Barbara 
LaMarr of Newark Sister Cities, Ann Evans of League of 
Women Voters, Edward Andrade, Landom Dames of the Ur- 
ban League, Ron Wilson of the Boys Club, Peter Santana, of 
Mt. Pleasant Community Corp; Clara Dean of the NAACP; 
Connie Woodruff, Esq.; Remay Pierce of NCNW, Jim Pizzo, 
Junius Williams, Esq; William Guyton of Guyton Manot, Joan 
C. Bishof of the Board of Ed; Sharon A. Bradman, and Mary 
Ann Martin representing councilman Marie Villani, J.B. 
Washington, Marie Britton of CMD, Joyce Carter of QUEST, 
and others. 
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Officials predicted full operation of Cable TV in Newark 
by the summer of 1982.

Most homeowners and renters do not have sufficient 
coverage to protect themselves against losses from fires and 
natural disasters such as floods and storms," said Hope 
Jackson, Manager of the Newark Office of Consumer Action. 

"Underinsured homeowners may be just a lighted 
cigarette or a defective appliance away from a nightmare. 
Consumers, in order to collect most or all of the cost of repair 
or replacement from damage to their home, must have 
coverage of 80 percent or more of the replacement costly the 
Structure," said Ms. Jackson. 

The Newark Consumer agency recommends that con- 

sumers: 

* Increase insurance to correspond with increased cost of 
replacement. 

* If possible, carry the full amount of coverage needed to 
insure replacement. It will only cost a few dollars more per 
year. 

* Keep detailed records of prsonal property. No one 
remembers everything — and unless a record is kept, last 
items will go unreplaced. 

* Choose a reputable and experienced agent. 

* Shop around. Cost can vary by 50 percent or more 
between one insurance company or another. 

* Avoid double coverage. Most policies exclude double 
coverage — so don't expect to collect twice. 

* Don't but unncessary coverage. Some coverage that is 
good for others, may not be good for you. 

* The larger the deductible, the lower the premium payment. 
If you can afford to pay for small losses, ask for a high 
deductible. 

* Paying annually usually results in lower premiums. 

* Don't be caught short, get the proper coverage for your 
home or apartment and avoid seeing all your dreams go up 
in smoke," said Ms. Jackson.

THINGS TO DO AND DON’T WHEN 
STOPPED BY POLICE 


If you are driving along the street and find 
yourself being pulled over by police, your 
behavior at that moment can mean the 
difference in life and death. 

A police foundation report on deadly force, 
which covered seven major U.S. cities, found 
that 78 percent of those killed were minorities 
and 80 percent of those wounded were | 
minorities. 

Although the instances that provoked these 
shootings varied, several Black police officers 
who attended the sixth annual National Black 
Police Assn. convention in Chicago said there 
are several steps that citizens should follow 
when they are stopped. 

"Don't resist an officer's orders," said 
Harold James, a 13 year veteran with 
Philadelphia police force. "If you have a com- 
plaint about the officer's attitude, don't tell him 
that you're going to file a complaint. Get his 
name, badge number and car number and 
time and location. 

"Remain calm and be in control of yourself," 
added Detective George Thomas of Newark, 
N. J. "Attitudes create problems; always 
identify yourself and make sure you have your 
driver's license and car registration." 

Patroiman Fred Johnson of Cleve. said, “If 
your hands must leave the officer's sight, in 
order to get your license out of the glove com- 
partment or briefcase, tell the officer. 
Policemen basically are scared too, and they 
have to protect themselves.” 

All the officers agreed that if you have a 
complaint follow it up by filing a grievance with 
your local police department. Plus every city 
has an ACLU, NAACP, Urban League, justice 
department and prosecutor's office to handle 
citizen complaints.
